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IN THE CLAIMS 

1. (Cuirently Amended) In a mobile station including a pie&rred roaming list of 
wireless communication systems, a system acquisition procedure comprising the steps of: 

maintaining a list of unusable wireless communications systems, each entr y_Qf a 
wireless commumcation system i n the list of unusable wireless communications systems 
including a system identifier and coirespoxidins ayoidance criterion ; 

selecting a wireless communications system ftom fhe preferred roaming listjgtf 
wireless communicatioii systems in accordance with a predetermined system acquisition 
sequenc e, each entry of a wireless commmricatjon system in the prefeired roaminp list 
including a system identifier; 

determining whether the selected wireless comnnmicaiiQn system is a useable 
wireless communication system oy an unusable wireless communication system: and 
ropQftting th e et e p of s e l e cting until q uaablo cystem i& s e lootod; ond 

attempting to acquire and register with tiie selected wireless communications system 
when the selected wireless communication system is determined to be a useable wireless 
communication system: and 

repeating the step of selecting when the selected wireless comm ^^i^f^ tlAT^ system is 
determined to be an unusable wireless communication systenu 

wherein the selected wirele^ communications system is determined to be an u nusable 
wireless communication system i fehen a system identifier for the selected wireless 
communication system matches a system identifier in the list of unusable wireless 
communications systems includo i r^ oorroGponding system idontifior ond th e cQiroQponding 
and when a voidance criterion corresponding to the system identifier in the list of unusable 
wireless communications systems is satisfied. 

2. (Original) The method of Claim 1 wherein each system identifier identifies at 
least one wireless communications system. 

3. (Cunently Amended) The method of Claim 2 wherein each wkelesa system 
identifier includes a frequency. 
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4. (Cuxrently Amended) The method of Claim 1 whereiB each w^eles» system 
identifier includes a SID/NID pair tbat miiquely identifies a wireless communications system. 

5. (Cwrently Amended) The mefliod of Claim 1 \ifiietein the step of maintaiiiing 
con^rises the steps of: 

detecting a communications fiiilure mth a wireless communications system; and 
adding a new entiy to the list of unusable wireless oommunio a^ogs commimication 

systems, the new entry including an identifier of the failed wireless conununications system 

and corresponding avoidance cri^on. 

6. (Cuirently Amended) The method of Claim 5 wherein the step of maintaining 
further comprises the steps of. 

assigning an avoidance duration to the detected system feilure; and 

calculating an avoidance time before which the &iled wireless oommunioationo 

communication system is unusable, the avoidance time equal to a current thne plus the 

avoidance duration, 

wherein .the avoidance criterion includes the avoidance time. 

7. (Original) The method of Claim 6 wherein the avoidance criterion is satisfied 
if the stored avoidance time is greater dvan the current time. 

8. (Original) The method of Claim 7 wherein &e step of assigning an avoidance 
dxn^tion comprises the steps of: 

maintaining a list of detectable wireless communications feilures, each detectable 
wireless communications feilure having a corresponding avoidance duration; 

locating the detected system failure in tJie list of wireless conraiunications failures; 

and 

using the corresponding avoidance duration in the step of calculating. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 8 wherein the step of detecting 
includes the step of detecting foiled attempts to acquire and register with the selected wireless 
oommunioationa communication system.

10. (Cttrtenily Amended) The method of Claim 9 wherein the steps of selecting 
and attempmig are repeated until fte mobfle device successfiilly acquires and registers wifh 
the selected wireless communicatio n system, 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim I wherein the wireless 
communiootiong commumcatioD systems are selected fix>m the preferred systems list in a 
pred^tennined order of desirability. 

12. (Currently Amended) In a mobile station, a method for marking wireless 
communications systems as unusable wireless communication systems c omprising the steps 
of: 

maintaining a list of unusable wireless commxmicatiotis systems, each entry ofjt 
wireless commumcation system i n the list of wiusable wireless communications systems 
including a system identifier and corresponding avoidance criterion; 

detecting a connnanications failure associated with a currently selected wireless 
communications system; and 

adding a record to the stored list of unusable wireless communication systems, the 
added record including an identifier of flie currently selected wireless communications system 
and corresponding avoidance criterion based on the detected communications feilure^ wherein 
the currently selected wireless communications system is unusable while the corresponding 
avoidance criterion is satisfied. 

1 3 . (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 2 wherein each system identifier 
is associated with at least one wireless conununic a^ens communication system. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 12 wherein the step of adding 
comprises the steps of: 

assigning an avoidance duration to the detected communications &ilure; 

calculating an avoidance time before which file failed wireless oommunioationo 
communication system is unusable, wherein the avoidance time is equal to a current time plus 
die avoidance duration; and 
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storing the avoidance time as the conesponding avoidance criterion. 

15, (Original) The method of Claim 14 wheiein ftfi step of assigning an 
avoidance duiation comprises the step of: 

maintaining a list of identified wireless commimications &ilures, each wiieless 
communications failure having a conesponding avoidance duration; 

locating the detected system failure in the list of wireless communications failures; 

and 

using ttie conresponding avoidance duration in the step of calculating, 

16. (Original) The mettiod of Claim 15 wherein at least two avoidance durations 
stored in the list of identified wireless communications &ilures have different values, 

17, (Currently Amended) A mobile station comprising: 

a memory storing a preferred roaming list of wireless communication systems^ 
the preferred roaming list including a first plurality of system identifiers and corresponding 
acquisition parameter s for corresponding wireless communication systems ; and 

processing circuitry adapted to create and maintain a list of unusable wireless 
CQromunicaiionj systems, tfie list of unusable wireless communication s ystems being stored in 
the memory and including a second plurality of system identifiers and corresponding 
avoidance criterio n for coiiespondiiig unusable wireless communicarion systems, 

wherein a selected w ireless communications syste m from the preferred 
roaming list is determined to be an u nusabl e wireless communication system if it io idontifiod 
bv when a system identifier for the selected wireless communication system matches a system 
identifier in the list of unusable wireless communication s ystems and when^ oorroopon dH^ 
avoidance criterion corresponding to the system identifier in the list of unusable wireless 
communicatjons systems is satisfied. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The mobile station of Claim 17 wherein the processing 
circmtiy ccmprises: 

a system determination unit ads^ted to select wireless oommunioationo 
comrnunication systems ftom the preferred roaming list in accordance with a predetermined 
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system acquisition procedure and attempt to acquire selected wireless. oororouwcatioi» 
systems that are usable, 

19, (Cwiently Amende^ The mobile station of Claim 18 wherein the processing 
ciicuitry is further adapted to detect communications fafluies with selected wiieless 
oommunioatiens communication systems, and in lesponse to a detected communications 
feihire. add an entjy to die list of unusable systems, the entry including a system identifier for 
the selected wireless communications system and an avoidance time, the avoidance time 
indicating a duration during which the selected wireless connnunicationfi system is unusable. 

20, (Original) The mobile station of Claim 19 further including a clock, wherein 
the memoiy further includes a list of communications failures, each communications failuie 
having a corresponding avoidance duiation> and 

wherein the avoidance time equals a current time as measured by the clock 
plus the avoidance duration for the conesponding communications &ilure. 

21, (Currently Amended) The mobile station ofClaim 20 wherein the processing 
circuitry is further adapted to delete an entry fiom the list of unusable oommunications 
communication systems when the corresponding avoidance time is less than the current time. 
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
